study  Resolution:    HJR  53 

|-|JR  53  requests  an  interim  study  of  Montana's  welfare.  Medicaid,  and 
general  assistance  system.  The  study  committee  is  directed  to  analyze 
existing  eligibility  and  benefits  requirements;  evaluate  alternative  methods 
of  controlling  costs  of  services;  explore  approaches  in  other  states  of 
providing  cost-effective  welfare.  Medicaid  and  general  assistance 
programs;  and  evaluate  the  experiences  with  work  programs  in  Montana 
and  other  states  The  resolution  recognizes  that  such  a  study  would  be 
beneficial  to  the  51  st  Legislature  if  a  constitutional  amendment  (Chapter 
343,  Laws  of  1987)  is  approved  by  the  electorate  in  November  1988,  allow- 
ing the  Legislature  more  discretion  in  determining  welfare  and  human  ser- 
vice benefits.

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Coordinated  Study  of  Basic  Education 
and  Its  Costs 


study  Resolution:    HJR  16 

J-|JR  16  requests  that  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  the  Legislative 
Finance  Committee,  and  a  legislative  interim  study  committee  work 
together  to  establish  a  definition  of  basic  education  for  Montana  public 
schools;  determine  the  cost  of  providing  a  basic  education;  and  develop  a 
fiscal  note  procedure  that  links  education  policies  to  the  state  budget 
process. 

The  Board  of  Public  Education  is  requested  to  administer  and  coordinate 
a  review  of  the  adequacy  of  school  accreditation  standards.  To  address 
this  mandate,  the  Board  has  initiated  Project  Excellence:  Designing  Educa- 
tion for  the  Next  Century.  The  Legislative  Finance  Committee  is  to 
develop  the  cost  components  of  the  existing  and  proposed  accreditation 
standards  and  to  evaluate  the  state  financing  method  for  providing  a  basic 
education.  The  Joint  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Basic  Education  is  directed 
to  monitor  and  evaluate  the  Board's  accreditation  standards  review  and  to 
consider  any  student  performance  expectations  that  may  be  linked  to  ac- 
creditation and  school  funding  The  three  groups  are  to  coordinate  their 
work  to  develop  a  fiscal  note  and  budgeting  system  that  provides  articula- 
tion between  the  education  policymakers  and  those  responsible  for  balanc- 
ing the  state  budget.  The  groups  are  to  recommend  to  the  51st  Legisla- 
ture a  definition  of  basic  education  and  how  such  a  basic  education  may 
be  equitably  funded. 

The  Joint  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Basic  Education  was  also  assigned  the 
study  in  HJR  50  requesting  an  investigation  of  special  education,  includ- 
ing the  federal  and  state  special  education  mandates,  services  and  service 
patterns,  costs,  revenue  sources,  and  funding  formulas.  The  resolution 
suggests  that  the  Legislature  has  not  reviewed  the  aforementioned 
aspects  of  special  education  for  a  number  of  years,  and  a  comprehensive 
study  at  this  time  would  dovetail  with  other  studies  of  school  finance  is- 
sues during  the  interim.

fhe  Legislative  Council  is  Montana's  general  legislative  services  agency. 
The  Legislative  Council  provides  management    legal  research,  account- 
ing and  code  publishing  services  to  the  Legislature. 

The  Council 

The  eight  r^.embers  of  the  Legislative  Council  four  senators  and  four  repre- 
sentatives, are  chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  the  Senate 
and  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  Council  is  bipar- 
tisan, and  the  term  of  office  is  for  a  biennium.  A  new  Council  is  selected 
before  the  50th  day  of  the  first  regular  session  of  each  biennium. 

The  law  charges  the  Council  with  administrative  responsibilities  relative  to 
the  Council  staff.  An  important  responsibility  of  the  Council  since  1975 
has  been  supervision  of  the  codification  of  Montana's  statutes  by  a  Code 
Commissioner  assigned  to  the  Council  staff.  Continues  on  Next  Page

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The  Montana  Code  Annotated  (MCA)  as  recodified  and  published  by  the 
Code  Commissioner  was  adopted  as  prima  facie  the  law  of  Montana  by 
Chapter  1    Laws  of  1979 

The  one  nonadmimstrative  policy  study  function  assigned  to  the  Council 
provides  a  legislative  safety  valve.  The  Council  may,  in  the  event  a 
problem  demanding  legislative  attention  arises  during  the  interim,  assign 
study  of  the  problem  to  an  appropriate  study  committee.  Chapter  1,  Laws 
of  1987  allows  the  Council  to  assign  such  a  study  to  either  a  joint  interim 
subcommittee  or  an  appropriate  statutory  committee 

The  Council  may  not  approve  or  disapprove  substantive  portions  or 
recommendations  of  any  interim  committee  report. 

The  Council  Staff 

The  staff  of  the  Legislative  Council  acts  as  an  independent  nonpolitical  im- 
partial staff  agency  for  the  Legislature,  performing  those  duties  and  func- 
tions assigned  by  law  or  as  directed  or  requested  by  members  and  com- 
mittees of  the  Legislature  The  Council  staff  also  provides  information  to 
the  public  in  legislative  matters 

The  staff  is  divided  into  four  functional  divisions;  Legislative  Services 
Division  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  Legal  Services 
Division  and  Management  and  Business  Services  Division  Two  additional 
divisions  are  activated  during  a  legislative  session  the  Legislative  Informa- 
tion Office  and  Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution. 

The  Legislative  Services  Division  is  responsible  tor  clerical  preparation  of 
introduced  bills  and  for  engrossing  and  enrolling  of  bills.  This  division 
uses  a  computerized  word  processing  system  in  order  to  operate  with  a 
high  degree  of  effectiveness  and  accuracy  with  a  relatively  small  staff  of 
copy  editors,  data  entry  operators,  and  proofreaders.  The  computerized 
word  processing  system  is  also  used  in  the  publication  of  the  Montana 
Code  Annotated.  This  division  is  also  responsible  for  the  compilation,  pub- 
lication and  distribution  of  the  following:  bill  drafting  record  index,  internal 
reference  report  Rules  of  ttie  Montana  Legislature  code  sections  affected 
list,  Daily  Bill  Status,  Combined  Final  Status,  daily  and  final  Journals  of 
House  and  Senate.  Session  Laws,  and  text  and  annotations  of  the  Mon- 
tana Code  Annotated. 

The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  and  the  Legal  Services 
Division  have  many  of  the  same  responsibilities  Both  divisions  perform 
general  and  specialized  research  and  reference  and  information  functions. 
Staff  members  from  both  divisions  may  staff  legislative  committees  during 
the  session  and  throughout  the  interim,  draft  legislation,  prepare  legislative 
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and  staff  reports,  and  provide  information  on  the  legislative  process  to  the 
public.  During  the  interim  the  Legal  Services  Division  is  primarily  respon- 
sible for  publication  and  updating  of  the  Montana  Code  Annotated.  The 
Research  Division  has  primary  responsibility  for  staffing  interim  commit- 
tees and  providing  reference  services  The  Research  and  Reference  Ser- 
vices Division  maintains  a  reference  library  containing  items  of  special  in- 
terest to  legislators  and  legislative  staff  The  library  maintains  a  liaison 
with  other  libraries  to  help  make  information  available  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible 

In  addition  to  the  3,420-page  index  to  the  Montana  Code  Annotated,  the  in- 
dexers  also  provide  the  subject  index  for  all  bills  introduced  during  a  legis- 
lative session  the  Journal  Index,  Legislative  Review  Index,  Session  Law 
Index,  Bill  Drafting  Manual  Index,  Combined  Final  Status  index.  Legal 
Research  Memorandum  Index  and  Legislative  Rules  Index  The  indexers 
also  prepare  a  list  of  legislation  by  sponsor  and  an  LC  number  to  bill  num- 
ber tabie.  The  indexes  are  updated  during  and  after  each  legislative  ses- 
sion 

The  Code  Commissioner  supervises  the  continuing  codification,  indexing, 
rearranging,  and  general  updating  of  the  text  and  annotations  of  the  Mon- 
tana Code  Annotated.  Annotations,  including  case  notes  to  federal  and 
state  court  decisions  and  other  materials  useful  to  MCA  users,  are 
published  separately  from  the  section  text  in  booklet  format  that  may  be 
easily  updated 

The  Management  and  Business  Services  Division  maintains  all  bookkeep- 
ing records;  signs  all  legislative  claims  and  payrolls;  requisitions  all  print- 
ing supplies,  and  equipment;  and  serves  the  House  and  Senate  during  a 
session. 

During  a  legislative  session  the  Legislative  Information  Office  is  in  opera- 
tion in  the  Capitol  Rotunda.  The  office  operates  six  days  a  week  and 
provides  legislative  information  to  the  public  via  toll-free  telephone  lines 
and  to  the  many  Capitol  visitors.  The  office  assists  in  preparation  of  the 
Legislative  Telephone  Directory.  The  Legislative  Information  Office  also  dis- 
tributes the  Legislative  Rules,  daily  committee  hearing  calendars,  informa- 
tion available  through  the  computerized  information  system  daily  House 
and  Senate  second  and  third  reading  agendas  seating  charts,  and  other 
relevant  materials 

Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution  which  is  activated  during  a  legislative 
session,  has  two  separate  functions.  The  distribution  center  distributes 
bills  amendments  resolutions  indexes  daily  status,  rules  and  journals  to 
legislators,  state  agencies  lobbyists,  and  otfiyi  subscribers  to  the  legisla- 
tive proceedings     Daily  mailings  of  the  proceedings  are  made  to  the  56 
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County  Clerk  and  Recorders  and  the  12  state  libraries  The  print  shop 
staff  orders  all  printing  sets  priorities  on  the  printing^  and  delivers  printed 
proceedings  to  the  House  and  Senate  bill  distribution  offices.

The  Legislative  Council  is  designated  by  5-11-301,  MCA,  as  the  Montana 
Commission  on  Interstate  Cooperation  and  as  such,  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  State  Governments,  an  organization  of  all  the  states  and  ter- 
ritories of  the  United  States.  The  primary  mission  of  CSG  is  to  promote 
and  strengthen  state  government  in  the  federal  system  by  providing  staff 
services  to  organizations  of  state  officials.  Montana  is  a  member  of  the 
Western  Legislative  Conference  of  CSG,  representing  the  governing 
bodies  of  13  western  states.  The  purpose  of  the  Conference  is  to  foster 
and  encourage  intergovernmental  cooperation  in  the  West  through  joint 
consideration  of  common  problems.  The  basic  work  of  the  Conference  is 
accomplished  through  study  committees. 

The  Legislative  Council  appoints  legislators  as  delegates  and  alternates  to 
CSG  committees.   The  members  serve  two-year  terms. 

The  Western  Office  staffs  the  Western  Legislative  Conference  of  CSG  and 
several  other  affiliate  organizations.  State  legislative  staff  also  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  Western  Legislative  Conference  on  a  selective,  time-limited 
basis.
